Tho class wore examined in 
electricity and fuses and thoro woro somo ex- 
periments witli ilyufiiijuo ou iiio west sido 
of Iho island. 
A pioco of rolled iron (1x1 (I 


inches wns placed ou tho top of n small box 
containing Iwo pounds of dynamite which 
was ignilod with ono of Prof. Farmer's IX 
E. machines using n duton.ating.fuso. 
Tho 


iron wns broken into lino pieces aud thrown 
n distance of nil yards. This proved tho 
grent local offflcl of dynamite contrasted with 
powder. 


One pound of nitro-glyiiorine was then 


placet! in n tin cnn, nud thin was filed nlso 
by electricity. 
It was placed on A ijunrln 


rock, which wns rent in pieces liy the force 
of tho explosion. 


Two charges, 
of XI pounds each, of dy- 


nnmito nud gunpowder, respectively, werq 
planted in L'5 feet of water, about L'OO feet 
apart. This wns to show the difference iu 
tho force of thoso explosions. 
It was ro- 


mnrkcd by nil thnt tlio gunpowder made n 
low rumbling noiso and shook tho island but 
little, whilo Iho report of the dynamite wa 
sharp nud "wicked," ns termed by a mom 
her of the board. The visitors also exam 
iued thn life raft mentioned in yesterday'. 
Ni-:'.vs.

is not put on his guard ngninst it, why,thon 
tho couditiou of tho race is iudoed pitiable; 
Wo have no surety that onr pocketbooks nro 
snfe anywhere or at any timo, nnd tho 
honor of woman is in jeopardy every hour 
of her life. 
But wo need not worry our-

SHOWK1 


IN SWEDEN. 


[From Nature.] 


A fnll of meteorites, \vo lenrn from Aftou- 


blnd, took plnco on Juno L'S, between 11 nud 
K A. M., nonr Stiilldnlen, a station on the 
Swedish Central Knihvay, in tho northern- 
most part of Orohroliinn. Severn! fell, some 
ou tho ground nud others in n lake. 
Two 


wcro found, OHO nbout tho sizo of llio fist 
nud weighing four nud n half pounds, tho 
other smaller. 
Eyo witnesses stated thnt n 


loud whistling wns first hoard in tho nir 
fiom west to onst, nnd n light wns plainly 
distinguishable; although tho sky wns clonr 
nnd cloudless, thereafter two very shnrp re- 
ports wero henrd,lho second succeeding Ihe 
first nftor n momentary interval, followed 
oy several others less sharp, resembling 
thunder, nfter which tho falling stones wore 
observed by eight or ton persons; nud final- 
ly, thoro was seen in tho air n whirling 
smoke, not very high up. 
A meteor wrs 


observed simultaneously nt Stockholm nnd 
at other places. At thirteen English miles 
southwest of Link-oping it wns soon first iu 
n northwesterly direction pretty high up in 
tho sky, nnd it then snnk down in nbout Ion 
seconds lownrd Iho horizon in tho west. It 
hnd the npponrnnco of a largo penr n foo 
long, which notwithstanding tho 
bright 


sunshiuo, left behind a clear shining streak 
of six or oight foot in apparent length,which 
finnlly broke up into n multitude of star-like 
sparks.
